ODESSA— Status ot Cnolera. 

Consul Grout reports, June 27 : 

In Odessa from June 10 to 20 there were 17 cases of cholera, with 
8 deaths, leaving 9 cases in hospital. 

At Rostov on Don cholera has been rapidly increasing since June 
19, about 200 new cases occurring daily. The death rate is low, 
being about 25 or 30 per cent. The majority of the persons attacked 
are of the laboring class, mostly workmen employed at the river 
quays and upon buildings in course of erection. On June 20, 708 
cases, with 197 deaths, were reported. On this date, June 27, 1,000 
cases are reported present. Scattered cases of cholera have occurred 
in all the towns and villages near Rostov on Don.
